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Lift  off  for  Inflight  1996!  The  year,  1995,  brought  many  memorable  events.  1995  brought  an  increase  in  the 
U.S.  Post  Office,  first  class  stamp,  from  .29  cents  to  .32  cents  and  a  year  long  coverage  of  the  O.J.  Simpson  Case. 
Mike  Tyson  was  released  from  prison  after  being  sentenced  for  three  years.  In  April,  a  car  bomb  exploded  outside 
the  Alfred  P.  Murrah  Federal  Building  in  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma;  killing  169  people  and  injuring  ap- 
proximately 500  people.  The  Summer  of  1995  brought  the  promise  of  freedom  as  the  U.S.  Marines  rescued  Capt. 
Scott  O'Grady  from  Bosnia;  moreover,  after  the  celebration,  a  San  Francisco's  Unabomber  laid  attack  on  a  plane 
during  America's  reflection  of  Independence  since  1776. 

The  tragic  discovery  of  two  dead  children  was  revealed  as  Susan  Smith  was  found  guilty  of  first  degree  murder 
and  sentenced  to  life  in  prison  for  drowning  her  two  sons  in  South  Carolina.  Ortheral  James  Simpson  (OJ)  was 
acquitted  of  murdering  his  ex-wife,  Nicole  Brown-Simpson,  and  her  friend  Ronald  Goldman.  Over  a  million 
African-American  men  claimed  the  streetsof  our  nation's  capital,  Washington,  D.C.  foraDay  of  Reconciliation. 
The  march  was  headed  by  Louis  Farrakan,  the  Prime  Minister  for  the  Nation  of  Islam.  The  fall  of  1995  herald  with 
the  death  of  Israeli  prime  Minister,  Yitzhak  Rabin  and  troops  were  deployed  to  maintain  peace  in  Bosnia.  As  the 
year,  1995,  ended,  1996  blew  in  with  focus  on  the  1996  Presidential  Campaign  and  the  Federal  Government  shut- 
down.
